(Principal's Report) 


Mr. PRESIDENT, SHRI KRISHNAMACHARI, 
LADIES AND GENTLEMEN, 


Cnce again we the students and teachers of 
the College have the honour to welcome the Old 
Boys of the Ravenshaw College and the guests on 
the occasion of the Commemoration Day. We are 
all very much happy that we have Shri T. T. 
Krishnamachari, an eminent scholar, a politician 
of great repute, a successful industrialist, a disti- 
nguished administrator and above all a man 
embodying the spirit and culture of India—as our 
Chief Guest on this occasion. Due to sudden 
and unforeseen incidents, we had to cancel the 
celebrations last year and many of us felt very 
much disappointed at having lost the opportunity 
of having Shri Krishnamachari with us. We are 
very fortunate indeed that he has found time this 
year to be with us, inspite of the fact that his 
engagements this year are undoubtedly more 
numerous. Cn behalf of the students, members of 
the staff and Cid Boys of the College, I offer you, 
Sir, a very hearty welcome. 


On this occasion it is customary to give an 
account of the activities and achievements of the 
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College during the past year. This has been given 
in a tabulated form in the appendix attached to 
this pamphlet. Instead of reading the whole of 
it, 1 shall draw your attention to the more 
important events, 


Though the buildings of the College look 
impressive and new blocks are continuously beirg 
added to it, with the increase of students in the 
existing faculties and addition of new subjects ii 
the curricula, the problem of accommodation still 
remains acute. As a result of this, we have to 
hold some classes in the morning and some more 
in the evening, we cannot provide independent 
rooms to teachers, and adequate reading space to 
students and we have to drop some classes for 
holding examinations, We have no hall where 
all the students and teachers of the College can 
be accommodated. But this problem is likely to 
be solved soon, as we hope to build an open-air 
theatre to accommodate about 2,900 people, with 
the grant that we have already received from the 
Government of India and the grant which has been 
promised to us by the State Government. 


There are three hostels now for boy students 
with accommodation for 509 boarders and’ one 
hostel for 16 women students. I am never tired 
of repeating that this is most inadequate. It is not 
unusual to come across cases where a student has 
to give up his studies due to lack of accommoda- 
tion, Women students are very much. worse off. 
J know of cases where women ‘students could not 
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take admission in the College as they did not find 
any suitable place to stay. During the past year, 
the problem became very acute, when the owner 
of a rented house which some women students 
occupied and which we proposed to take on rent 
for a women students?’ hostel, virtually turned the 
students out and we had to take the help of sister 
institutions for acc ommodation of the girls. 


The number of teachers including the teachers 
of the University employed in this College is about 
120 now. The 35 quarters that we have are 
absolutely inadequate, as rented houses are not 
easily available and even when one ‘is found, its 
rent is exhorbitant, We have obout 75 ministerial 
officers, laboratory assistants and other assistants; 
and since there are no quarters for them, their 
hardship is much worse. 


As per our plan, M, Sc. classes in Geology 
were opened during the year 1956. This 
department was built by the Utkal University in 
1954 with the help of generous grants from the 
Government of India, the State Government and 
Kalinga Foundation Trust. The teachers and 
other staff in this department are employees of 
the University. And since under-graduate students 
in science taking Geology, have to take two more 
science subjects, this department has been attached 
to the Ravenshaw College by the University and 
is being run by us on behalf of the University. 
The Utkal University and the State Government 
are anxious that the teachers and post-graduate 
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students of Geology should devote a reasonable 
amount of their time and energy in conducting a 
geological survey of the State, not only as a part 
of practical training but also as a supplement to 
the work that is being done in this respect by the 
Government of India and the State Government. 
We are taking steps to fulfill this condition and we 
hope that the students and teachers of Geology 
will be able to give a good account of themselves. 
But location of mineral wealth of the State by 
itself will not be enough. Itis only a means to 
an end. We must have the machinery to train up 
persons to make the best use of the material 
we have. A proposal for having a college of 
Mineral Technology has not been accepted by the 
Government of India on technical grounds, It is 
hoped that the Government of India would give 
the necessary technical assistance to modify the 
scheme and then finance it adequately, 


The number of seats in each of the I, Sc. and 
B, Sc. classes was increased from 192 to 256 and 
144 to 1¢0 respectively during this session in order 
to meet the increasing demand of students for 
admission to the science classes. Though our 
accommodation in the Science laboratories is 
limited, we could take more students, by holding 
the practical classes in mornings and evenings, 
The laboratories are now fully engaged from ୯c. 30 
in the morning until 5, 30 in the evening and 
further increase of students in the science classes 
is-not possible unless we hold practical classes 


after 5. 30 in the evening. 
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Preparations for opening classes for the one 
year Diploma Course in Statistics with effect from 
this month have been finalised by the University 
and teachers have been appointed. Accommodation 
and equipment have been arranged, Regular work 
will commence as soon aS students are admitted. 


We have prepared plans for opening Post- 
graduate classes in Psychology, Political Science, 
Anthropology, Statistics, Zoology, Philosophy and 
Sanskrit during the next few years and these have 
been approved by the University and the State 
Government. A Committee of the University 
Grants Commission came to Cuttack in Nov. 56 
to examine our schemes of development in the 
humanities—which consist of opening post graduate 
classes in new subjects and consolidation of the 
existing post-graduate classes, Though their 
report is not yet available, we understand that 
they have approved of almost all the proposals, 
We are expecting another Expert Committee of 
the University Grants Commission to examine the 
proposals for development of post-graduate 
teaching and research in science subjects. It is 
not possible to complete buildings and equip them, 
for the new post-graduate departments by July, 
1957. But post-graduate classes in some of the 
subjects can be started, though with difficulty, in 
the existing buildings. Wherever necessary, the 
buildings of the Arts Block can be utilised in the 
mornings and evenings as a temporary measure, 
With such arrangements, it should be possible to 
open post graduate classes in some of the subjects 
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in July, 1957 and I hope we shail be able to achieve 
this. 


An application has already been made to the 
University for permission to open classes in the 
Faculty of Commerce and it is hoped that we shall 
be able to take students with effect from the next 
session, 


During the year in question, our research 
activities have expanded. The number of papers 
published in learned journals of India, England and 
the United States increased to 69. This does not 
include the papers sent to or accested by and read 
in the annual conferences of learned societies. A 
large number of teachers attended the annual 
meetings of the Indian Science Congress, the Indian 
Mathematics Society, the Indian Economic Con- 
ference, All India Agricultural Economic Con- 
ference, the Indian Political Science Conference, 
the Indian Philosophical Congress, the Indian Lin- 
guistic Society, Indian History Congress, the All 
India English Teacher’s Conference, the Asian 
Writers’ Conference, Ail India Library Conference, 
read papers and took part in discussions. Besides 
these, a large number of articles were written 
by teachers in literary and scientific magazines, 
Cne teacher of the College and three research 
scholars were admitted to the Ph, D, degree of the 
Utkal University. We have now 17 whole time 
research scholars working in the College. More 
than half of the teachers also are either conducting 
independent research or are guiding research work 
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of others. Grants for research on particular pro- 
blems have been received from the Government 
of India, the Board of Scientific and Industrial 
Research, Orissa, the University Grants Commi- 
ssion and the Jnan Vijnan Parishad of the Utkal 
University. We are grateful to the Ministry of 
Education and the University Grants Commission 
for the grant of Rs. 1,04,000/- in 1955-56 and of 
Rs. 95,C00^~ in 1956-57 and to the Utkal University 
for the corresponding matching grant, for putr- 
chase of equipment and apparatus to consolidate 
the post-graduate classes and for advancement of 
research in science. But considering the fact that 
we started late, cur equipment is meagre compared 
to the number of research workers we have and 
it is hoped that we shall receive more generous 
grants in future, 


The extracurricular activities of the College 
are carried on under the auspices of a large 
number of societies in the College, each of which 
is supervised by at least one member of the staff, 
A list of these is given in the appendix. The most 
prominent of these are the Athletic Club, the 
College Union, the Dramatic Club, the N. C. C,, 
the Rover Crew and the Social Service Guild. 
During the year, an ait wing—the No, 10 Air 
Squardon—was added tothe N. C. C. organisa- 
tion of the College, We have now two officers 


and 25 cadets, besides an Officer of the LI. A. F. in 
the Unit. 


During the year a large number of prominent 
persons visited the College and delivered lectures. 
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The appendix contains an elaborate list of 
scholarships given by the Government of India, the 
State Government and the Utkal University, free- 
studentships and other aids given to students 
during the year, The total comes to Rs, !1,51,357-0-0 
and works to an average of about Rs. 100/- per 
student annually. If we compare this with 
the annual fee income of the college—namely 
Rs 1,79,8C3/-, there are reasons to feel happy. But 
inspite of all this, it is not unusual to come across 
cases of withdrawal from the college on grounds 
of poverty. 


During the year, a sum of Rs. 7,455/- was 
advanced as long-term loan to students, from the 
Social Service Guild, It is expected that when 
these students are settled in life, the loan will be 
repaid by them, so that others may be benefited, 
If all the money that has been advanced to needy 
students in the past were paid back, or even if we 
got half of it, there would be enough money for all 
the needy students of the College and there would 
not be a single case of withdrawal from the College 
for paucity of funds. Unfortunately however, 
inspite of our repeated requests, au insignificant 
percentage of the beneficiaries care to repay the 
loan. Whereas about Rs.8,000/- are given on loan 
every year, the amount we get back is roughly 
about Rs, 100/- per annum. I am not tired of 
appealing once again to those ex-students who are 
comfortably settled now to repay the loan taken by 
them from the Social Service Guild, 
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Manual labour and social service are becoming 
increasingly popular among the students and 
teachers. The cadets and officers of the N. C. C. 
constructed a mile long road near Jatni during the 
summer vacation. Some boarders of the hostels are 
working as bearers in the Hostel Common Room 
in their spare time. Students both men and women 
‘went out to the neighbouring villages on the Social 
Education Day and worked to remove illiteracy and 
unhygienic. conditions, 


The achievements of our students in the field 
of games and athletics has been as distinguished 
as in previous ycars. But due to increase of the 
prices of sports goods we had to limit our activities. 
But now that the proposal! of the students to 
increase their annual subscription for athletics from 
Rs. 2/- to Rs. 3/8/- has been accepted by Govern- 
ment, we hope to be able to increase our activities, 
It is expected that the contribution of Ciovernment 
will be correspondingly increased, We are thankful 
to the Orissa Olympic Association-and the Orissa 
Athletic Association for continuing to extend 
facilities to us to take advantage of the Rajkumari 
Amrit Kaur Scheme for coaching athletes and 
players, 


The Ravenshaw College has virtually been the 
mother of all the other colleges in the State of 
which there are about 20.now. Many teachers of 
other colleges and most of the prominent men in 
the services and in the public life of the State had 
been Old Boys of this College. Some of them arz 
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present here in this meeting and many, even if they 
are not present here, still take a lively interest in 
the affairs of the college and in the problems of 
education in this State in generale We the teachers 
and students of this college try to do our specific 
duty, but at the same time we are not oblivious of 
the various problems in the field of education that 
confront the country in general and this State in 
particular, It is but meet and proper that we should 
share our thoughts with the Old Boys of the 
College who are no less interested in these matters. 
I have given you earlier an idea as to the lines in 
which development of higher education is being 
planned and what we expect in this College in 
the near future. But no plan for the future can be 
worked out and executed successfully unless a 
correct assessment of the existing conditions and 
of the future needs is made. This has been done 
by the Planning Commission and I can do no better 
than quote the following words of theirs, 


“During recent years the rapid increase in the 
number of students in Universities and Colleges 
has affected the standards of education. At 
the end of the first plan the total enrolment 
( of students in colleges in India ) is estimated to 
be 7,20,00) as compared to 4,20,000 five years 
ago. The number of students qualifying each year 
in degree and higher examinations in Arts and. 
Science has risen during this period from 41,000 to 
58,C00.” “The Second Five Year Plan, therefore, 
provides for a larger emphasis on improvements 
_of-standards of college and .university education”, 
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And ‘for improving: the quality of university and 
college education and for reducing wastage and 
stagnation of students who are unable to qualify, 
a number of measures are being taken by the 
University Grants Commission, These include 
the institution of the three year degree courses, 
organisation of tutorials and seminars, improve- 
ment of buildings, laboratories and libraries, 
provision of hostel facilities, stipends for merito- 
rious students, scholarships for research and 
increase in salaries of University teachers’. ‘In 
giving a statement on Elementary education they 
say ‘The statement above gives all-India figures, 
but the position varies considerably between States 
and in many States the averages are much lower 
than those for all India”, This remark of theirs is 
equally applicable to the statement made by them 
with regard to the number of students in colleges 
in India and the number of students who take 
their Ist. or 2nd. degrees annually, The 
population of this State is aboot 4. 2°/o of the 
Union i. e. about 1/24. Hence according to the 
all-India standard, we should have had about 
30,000 students in our colleges and about 2,900 of 
them should be taking their Ist. or 2nd. degrees 
every,year. Actually however we have only about 
7,000 students in our colleges and about 100 
students are admitted to the B. A., B, Sc. M. A. & 
M. Sc. degrees of the Utkal University annually, 
It would thus be seen that in numerical strength 
we have to increase by about 300 per cent 


before we can reach the all-India level. Aft the 
same time if we compare the student—teacher 
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ratio in colleges in India with that of this college 
we uwill find that whereas the ratio is 35 to 1 in 
Indian colleges ours is about 15 to 1. It would thus 
be seen that while improving the quality of uni- 
versity and college education is the only vital 
problem in the sphere of university education for 
the whole of India, ours is a two-fold problem of 
increasing the numbers of students and improving 
the quality of higher education, for otherwise, we 
shall be receding further behind the average of 
India and shall never be able to discharge our 
share of the responsibility in building up a new 
India, In all fairness we should get the necessary 
financial aid to tackle both the problems. But if 
we do not have all the funds that we so urgently 
require, probably we can do some expansion only 
and do very little for improvement of quality by 
internal arrangements i, e., by preventing wastage 
and stagnation. This will not be a satisfactory 
state of affairs in as much as progress will be very 
much retarded and economic development of this 
part of the country instead of being more 
accelerated than that of other more advanced 
regions, will be less than theirs, thus resulting in 
more pronounced economic backwardness. 


Whatever be the pace of expansion of higher 
educatjon, all our efforts will have to be made 
to check the wastage by preventing students 
from dropping out of the colleges for financial 
and other reasons and stemming stagnation 
by. not allowing the students to slacken their 
work ‘and ‘then fail at the examinations, The: 
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scheme of award of poverty-cum-merit scholarships 
by the State Government and the Government of 
India introduced this year will go a long way to 
prevent fairly good students from giving up their 
studies, But stagnation can be prevented only 
by teachers and guardians. In this College we 
have introduced a system of double tutorials in 
English and we hope to introduce tutorial classes 
for the weak students in science subjects, We 
have also introduced a tutorial system, according 
to which each teacher is assigned about 15 students 
whose welfare is the charge of the teacher, It is 
hoped that by this method, the defects and defici- 
encies of the individual student will be assessed 
in good time, so that special efforts can be made 
to remove them, Inspite of all that a teacher can 
do and will do, it will not be possible to achieve 
the desired objective without the active co: opera- 
tion of the guardian, many of whom are old boys 
of the college and are present here. It seems to me 
that many guardians become active only at the time 
of securing the admission of their wards and then 
{leave the rest to providence. A constant watch 
on the activities of their wards and a little coercion 
will perhaps make a world of difference. lI believe 
that no other single factor can improve the percen- 
tage of success in our examinations to that extent, 
as this would. I would, therefore, take this occa- 
sion to appeal to all guardians of students to spare 
no efforts to help their wards. 


Iam very sorry, Ihave taken a lot of your 
valuable time. The appendix to this report contains 
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a systematic record of events of the year 1956. 1 
am however, not sure that it contains every 
information that you would like to have. The 
information about Old Boys of the College is, 1 
believe far from complete; but let me assure you 
that the Executive Committee made every effort to 
collect as much information as it could about Old 
Boys. 


Lastly, I thank you all, ladies and gentlemen, 
for giving-me a patient hearing.

5. PHYSICAL ACTIVITIES 
(a) Athletic Club—The College won the Inter-College 
Foot-ball League conducted by the Orissa Athletic 
Association and the Inter-College Foot-ball tourna- 
ment conducted by the Utkal University. 


The annual Athletic Meet of the College was held 
on the 17th December, 1956. with Shri Bhimsen 
Sachar, Governor of Orissa, as the Chief Guest 
and Shrimati Sachar gave away the prizes. This 
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year’s sports was a special success as three of the 
College records were bettered and two of the 
athelets were joint champions. 


Regulation hurdles have been obtained for the 
club and were used ijn the annual sports. A 
cement concrete cricketpitch with run-ups has 
been constructed. 


A large number of students joined the coaching 
classes in Athletics under the auspices of the 
Rajkumari Coach‘ng Scheme. Shri S. 5S. Patnaik, 
Lecturer in charge of Cricket was trained at 
Rajkot by Shri Deelep Singhji under the auspices 
of the Rajkumari Coaching Scheme. 


Five of our players were selected by the Utkal 
University to represent the University team in the 
Inter-versity Football Tournament at Nagpur. 


The organisational side of the club is elaborate 
consisting of eight lecturers, including a woman 
lecturer, in charge of women students, and a 
Physical Training Instructor. This arrangement 
is made with a view to making students sports- 
minded and health-conscious. 


(b) Nationa! Cadet Corps—(i) The ‘A’ coy of Ist 
Orissa Battalion N. C. C. consists of 92 students 
of the‘‘Ravenshaw College and three members of 
the staf. They received training in Squad and 
Arms Drill, Map Reading, Rifle, Grenade, Bren 
Gun and two-inch Mortar. Six of our boys passed 
the ‘B’ and seven ‘C? certificate examinations. 
One cadet was promoted to ‘Senior under officer’ 
and two were promoted to ‘Junior under officers’. 
Four cadets were selected from the Ist Orissa 
Battalion N. C. C. to take part in the Republic 
Day parade at Delhi and all these cadets belonged 
to the Ravenshaw College. ‘The corps presented 
a guard of honour to the Chancellor, Utkal 
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University on the Convocation Day. During the 
summer vacation a social service camp was held 
at Jatni. A well was sunk and a mile long road 
was constructed by our cadets. At the annual 
camp held at Charbatia during Christmas, our 


c~dets won the Circle Banner in Drill Compe- 
tition. 


(ii) The N. C. C. Air Wing known as No. 10 (Orissa) 
Air Squadron was opened in the Ravenshaw College 
in March, 1956. The Squadron consists of 25 
students and two members of the staff. Training 
extends over a period of three years and covers 
subjects which lave a bearing upon practical 
aviation. The Wing participated in the All India 
Annual Training Camp held at Barrackpore, West 
Bengal in October, 1956. 


(c) Rover Crew—Tht College has a Rover Crew 
consisting of 40 students. They are divided into 
five patrols with two members of the staff as Rover 
Leader and Assistant Rover Leader. The Crew 
rendered service at various functions of the college 
and the University. The annual camp was held 
at Santiniketan. The boys went on an excursion 
to -Shreerampore in November. 


6. MEDICAL SUPERVISION 


The total number of cases treated during the year 
in the College dispensary is 9,637 or which 3, 547 
are boarders. There was a health check-up of 
students in August and September, 1956, 
Training in First Aid was imparted in February, 
1956. Free distribution of multivitamin table s, 
Cod liver oil and other vitaminous and tonic 
preparations was carried out throughout the 
year. 
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7. GENERtATION OF ENERGY 


The College and some of the residential quarters 
nside the College compound get their electric 
supply from the College Power House. The 
Power House also runs the pumps which supply 
water to the College and all the quarters. A. C. 
Power js being supplied to a portion of the 
college since March. Arrangements for a comp- 
lete change over from D.C. to A.C. is in 
progress. 

The College has also got a gas plant which supplies 
gas to the Science laboratories,
